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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 7-13 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
Cosyns et al (6,333,442) does not disclose or render obvious a process including a step of 
separation of mercaptan and dienes and using a starting feed also containing dienes and 
mercaptans before the feed is further processed. In the final Office action, to reject the claimed 
process the examiner must modify the Cosyns process by using such a feed from the patent to 
Umemura et al (3,895,049). However, such a combination does also not suggest a step of 
removal of these two unwanted components from the feed. In other words, there is no motivation 
taught by either of the references to remove the mercaptans (sulfur compounds) and dienes. In 
contrast, on column 3, lines 36-58, Cosyns discloses that the catalyst of isomerization needs to be 
sulfurized in situ or ex situ. Therefore, one having ordinary skill in the art who studies the patent 
to Cosyns carefully would recognize that mercaptan (a sulfur compound) does not harm, but 
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benefit the catalyst. Therefore, the removal of mercaptan before the isomerization step is not 
obvious.
